A. RELATIVE IMPORTANCE OF YOUTH: LOW 

B. NICARAGUA HAS ENJOYED FORTY YEARS OF POLITICAL 
CONTINUITY MAKING IT ONE OF THE MORE STABLE COUNTRIES 
IN THE UNDERDEVELOPED WORLD. CONTINUITY REDUCES THE 
IMPORTANCE OF YOUTH SINCE MOST PERSONS REACH HIGH 
POSITION THROUGH A STEADY PROGRESSION OF ADVANCEMENT IN 
THEIR CHOSEN ENDEAVOR. THIS COULD CHANGE IN THE FUTURE 
IF THERE IS AN UPHEAVEL IN NICARAGUAN SOCIETY BUT AT 

THIS TIME YOUTH AS SUCH OCCUPIES A LOW PRIORITY IN 
NICARAGUA.
